The council launched its local 
initiative at a high-profile 
conference last year to share 
best practice with all agencies 
working with families. 

As a result, it has achieved a 
ioo per cent success rate against 
tough government targets. 

The programme aims to help 
families, described by the 
government as being among the 
hardest to reach, who face mul- 
tiple problems including school 
truancy involvement with crime 
and adults who are out of work. 


The council is now working 
on delivering phase 2 of the 
programme, to work with an 
additional 3,980 families over a 
five-year period. 

Mayor John Biggs said: "The 
Troubled Families programme 
has made a real difference 
to those who are the most 
vulnerable and feel they have 
no one to turn to. 

"Our committed staff and 
partners have done an amazing 
job to give families a better 
chance in life than they had 
before."

Sponsored by entertainment giant 
Disney, the campaign aims to encourage 
children to do ten-minute bursts of 
moderate to vigorous activity, through- 
out the day, every day, to meet the 
recommended 60 minutes of physical 
activity children need.

Minute Shake Up routine.

This campaign coincides with the 
publication of a report by the British 
Heart Foundation and researchers 
from the University of Oxford and 
Loughborough University, on the 
positive effect physical activity has 
on children's physical, social and 
emotional development. 

The review says physical activity 
and sport improves children's 
social skills and self-esteem, gives 
them increased confidence and 
helps them make friends. 

More than a third of children in 
the UK are overweight, yet 79 per 
cent of parents with an over- 
weight child do not recognise 
they are and, of those who do, 
almost half do not realise it 1

The latest figures released 
by the government reveal 1,120 
families were identified as be- 
ing in need of intervention in 
Tower Hamlets - the highest fig- 
ure in the 32 London boroughs. 

Of these families, all have 
been officially 'turned around', 
meaning children are now reg- 
ularly attending school and 
parents are back in work and 
adults and/or children are no 
longer involved in crime or 
anti-social behaviour. 

The council addresses the 
problems by assigning a profes- 
sional to work closely with the 
family. 

The worker will then liaise 
with agencies who are involved 
with the family, accompany 
adults to meetings at school 
about truancy or poor atten- 
dance, offer support to help 
them understand the impor- 
tance of school and education, 
as well as helping parents write 
CVs and look for work. 


Louise Casey, director gener- 
al of the national programme, 
said: "These are all families 
where kids are back in school 
and youth crime and anti-social 


behaviour has been cut, and an 
adult has now moved off 
benefits and into work.”

Case Study - single parent dad 
with four children, aged 7 to 13 

THE family had been involved in a difficult divorce. The 
father had won custody but then had to give up his job to 
look after his kids. The children were having nightmares 
and behavioural challenges at school. The father was on 
benefits but they were stopped. As the father left work 
voluntarily, the family faced eviction. 

The case was referred to the council’s Family Intervention 
Programme (FIP) and a support worker set about helping 
to stabilise the family’s situation and supporting the dad 
to find a job. The worker visited up to three times a week 
and liaised with partner agencies to help the family. This 
included reinstating benefits and accessing family 
therapy. They worked with the father to improve his 
employability skills and Housing Options identified 
properties where the family could be re-housed. 

The father found a part-time job and the family were 
re-housed in the borough. 

The family stayed together and have a stable life, where 
they no longer need intervention.

East End Life talks to 
new Mayor of Tower 
Hamlets John Biggs at 

the Town Hall in Poplar. 

Tell our readers a bit about yourself. 

I am John Biggs, I am the Mayor of Tow- 
er Hamlets. I am 57 and I live in Stepney. 

I've been involved in politics for quite a 
few years; before that I worked in the City 
of London for a few years. Before that, I 
worked in John Cass School where I was a 
lab technician. 

I grew up in north London, went to 
university in Bristol and then later in 
London too. I was leader of the council 20 
years ago, then I was elected to City 
Hall as a Labour member of the London 
Assembly for City and East constituency, 
which I will continue to do until next May. 

Your principles, where do they 
come from? 

I came from a non-political family. I went 
to university and I was planning to be 
an academic but that didn't quite work out 
because I lost interest, and maybe wasn't 
clever enough! 

I came to live in east London and I think 
just living alongside and working with peo- 
ple in the community turned me political. 
There were lots of people who wanted 
things to happen but didn't quite know 
how - they didn't have the power or the 
muscle to change things. 

I got involved in politics to help people 
get better control over their lives. 

I started to get involved with my tenants 
association and I put my name forward for 
the council. I was elected in a by-election 
in 1988 in Wapping and I've been a 
representative of the borough ever since. 

You must like it in Tower Hamlets. 

I love east London. After university, I 
wasn't too sure what to do and the East 
End gave me a sense of direction and 
purpose that I didn't really have before. 

I've never been driven by the urge to 
have a great career, I'm not that bothered 
about money, but I do love my job and 
the borough. 

What interests you, apart from 
politics? 

I love travelling and I particularly like 
cities. Outside London my favourite city in 
the UK is probably Manchester. 

Internationally, I'm very attached to 
New York. I've been five or six times. It's very 
similar to London in many ways. 

I used to like going to exhibitions but the 
problem with political life is that it 
doesn't give you much time to do other 
things. I would like to get a slightly better 
work/life balance, to which end, becoming

the Mayor of Tower Hamlets seems like a 
bad career move! 

What are the major issues or 
problems that affect residents? 

The most immediate challenge for me 
as mayor is restoring the reputation and 
sense of direction for the council. I want to 
get a good management team in place - 
we have very good people already but we've 
had people in interim positions for a while 
and I'd like some permanence. 

I'd like us to return to a greater sense of 
politeness in the council chamber and in 
the business we do. There's been too much 
aggressive politics and the reality is that 
most people in our borough want to get on 
with each other and not play silly politi- 
cal games. That doesn't mean you can't have 
deep political differences but we can do 
politics in a more civilised fashion. 

We need to give staff in the council a 
strong sense of direction - we are not a bad- 
ly run council but we could be better still. 

My second priority is dealing with the 
massive rate of change - budget pressures, 
change in population growth and key ser- 
vices. We can find new ways of dealing with 


these challenges of growth -it's not going 
to be easy but we can make a much 
stronger performance. 

Third would be affordability. People 
have been squeezed out of the borough by 
the thousand, by the sheer unaffordabil- 
ity of housing. We can't stop that process 
absolutely, but I'd like to see more afford- 
able housing available. 

And if we can help people to secure em- 
ployment and improve their household in- 
comes, that will make life easier as well. 

Our council needs to campaign vigorous- 
ly for its residents and for local needs but 
we also need to make it clear that the rest 
of the capital needs to play a bigger part 
in providing London's housing needs. Tow- 
er Hamlets has taken an awful lot of the 
strain and other people should do a lot more. 

I want to improve quality of life for 
people. Most people choose to live in 
Tower Hamlets, they like the quality of life 
here and it's a great place to live. 

But we can do more to make it even more 
of an attractive place - tackling crime and 
anti-social behaviour, improving the 
quality of the environment, street clean- 
ing, parks and public facilities, together 


with encouraging others to provide bet- 
ter shopping and leisure facilities. 

Above all, I want to be transparent. I have 
campaigned for greater transparency at 
City Hall and I want it to happen here as 
well. It means that when we make deci- 
sions, we need to explain why we're mak- 
ing them, consult with people about what 
we plan to do and recognise that sometimes 
there might be bits that people don't like, 
but that by explaining and listening we 
can make better decisions. 

I think one of the reasons that polit- 
icians have a bad name is because 
sometimes they exercise their power 
without listening. 

What's your favourite building or 
open space in the borough? 

Rather than favourites, I think what 
makes life interesting is variety. 

I quite often walk from Stepney to 
Mulberry Place, or to meetings up in 
Bromley by Bow, or through Spitalfields, 
and you can take lots of little routes 
down back streets, to get a sense of 
the borough. 

I like buildings which have been used for 
a good purpose, so I like the Idea Store in 
Whitechapel - it's actually a very 
beautiful building in lots of ways and it does 
what a library should do. 

I quite like the old Royal London 
hospital building but I think the new one 
provides good health care for local people. 
I like some of our new housing estates, both 
private and public. 

I like Victoria Park and King Edward 
Memorial Park and being able to look at 
the river. When I first came to the borough, 
I'd quite often go and sit in a little park next 
to the police station in Wapping, a little tiny 
place where you could watch the boats go 
by. It is very peaceful. 

Finally, if you had a guest visiting, 
what would you take them to see? 

I'd take them to see the river, the 
Tower of London. If they had all day, I'd take 
them on a walk that starts from the 
Tower, up to Bow via Whitechapel and 
down to the river again, to give them a feel 
for the texture of the borough and a 
sense of the place. 

When I visit foreign cities, I quite often 
get up very early in the morning, walk 
around and watch the place coming to life 
- that's very interesting. 
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Confidence building

It also has a herb garden 
with sensory plants and a 
pollinator garden to attract 
bees, butterflies and other in- 
sects to help the plants grow. 

There is also a rhubarb patch, 
edible flowers, willow teepees 
and a wormery to create 
compost for healthy soil. 

Mr Todiwala said: "I person- 
ally believe that children will 
appreciate food most if they 
know where it comes from. 

“Being in the middle of the 
city we do not always have the 
opportunity to understand 
what farmers and producers 
can, so edible playgrounds are 
an excellent way to expose 
children to nature."

Keeping cool as 
weather hots up 

Top tips on how to cope with soaring temperatures

WITH the recent bought of 
super-hot weather, the 
council's public health 
team has issued top tips 
for staying cool. 

As thermometers hit 35°C, 
clinicians are warning resi- 
dents to take care in the extreme 
temperatures. 

Tips include: 

■ Keep out of the sun 
between 11am to 3pm. 

■ Wear UV sunglasses, 
preferably wraparound, to 
reduce exposure to the eyes. 

■ Walk in the shade. 

■ Apply sunscreen of at least 
SPF15 with UVA protection. 


■ Wear a hat and light scarf. 

■ Wear light, loose-fitting 
cotton clothes. 

■ Drink lots of cool drinks. 

■ Look out for others especial- 
ly vulnerable groups such as the 
older people, young children and 
babies and those with serious 
illnesses. 

■ Never leave anyone in a 
closed, parked vehicle, especial- 
ly young children or animals. 

Muslims observing Ramadan 
are advised to ensure they bal- 
ance food and fluid intake be- 
tween fasts and especially to 
drink enough water. 

■ If you start to feel unwell, dis- 
oriented or confused, or col- 
lapse or faint, advice is to stop 


fasting and have a drink of wa- 
ter or other fluid. This is espe- 
cially important for older adults, 
those with poorly controlled 
medical conditions such as 
low/high blood pressure, dia- 
betes and those who are receiv- 
ing dialysis treatment. 

■ The Muslim Council of Britain 
has confirmed that breaking fast 
in such conditions is allowed 
under Islamic law. Also make 
sure to check on others who may 
be at greater risk.

And Professor Brain Cox 
unveiled the first eco-friendly 
school building earlier this year, 
with the multi-million pound 
expansion of Stebon Primary 
School.

‘Legal highs’ can 
stiff be deadly

THE council is reminding 
retailers that the selling of 
so-called ‘legal highs’ can 
still be illegal. 

Commonly referred to as 
legal highs', these products are 
categorised as New Psycho- 
active Substances (NPS) and 
are designed to mimic the 
effects of illegal drugs. 

Their effects can be very 
harmful, with a number of 
cases causing paranoia, psy- 
chosis, seizures, hospitalisation 
and death after ingestion. 

The council's consumer and 
business regulations team has 
received reports that adults and 
children in the borough are 
purchasing these products. 

The council is keen to ensure 
all traders are aware of their 
responsibilities should they 
be approached by any NPS 
distributors. 

The Intoxicating Substances 


(Supply) Act 1985 prohibits the 
sale of substances to those 
under the age of 18, which the 
seller has reason to believe may 
be inhaled for the purposes of 
intoxication. 

The act was designed to 
prevent minors buying glue 
and similar intoxicating 
substances and applies to NPS 
that are inhaled. 

NPS products are thought to 
contain ingredients that are 
not controlled under the Misuse 
of Dmgs Act 1971, in the way that 
drugs such as heroin, cocaine 
and marijuana are. 

Nineteen per cent of NPS 
tested by the Home Office in 
2013/14 were found to contain 
illegal substances. 

These would therefore be 
illegal to possess, supply, offer 
to supply and illegal for the 
consumer to possess. 

The use of the term legal' 
creates the impression that 
these products are safe to use 


when that is far from the case. 

Retailers need to ensure all 
products they sell are safe. 
Should someone suffer ill 
effects or death as a result of 
ingesting chemicals they 
have sold them, they can be 
held accountable. 

If you need help due to 
substance abuse, the council 
funded Lifeline Community 
Drug Team offers support for 
affected adults. 

The team also provides 
support to young people who 
want help regarding legal highs 
and provides training and 
awareness about substance 
misuse, including legal highs, to 
professionals. 

Funded by the council, Lifeline 
welcomes self-referrals and 
referrals from professionals.

History 


Huguenots are back on the map 


BY JOHN RENNIE 

LIVING where she does, there was 
never any escaping East End 
history for Fiona Atkins. 

For the Town House - an elegant four- 
storey slice of Georgian London in the very 
shadow of Eiawksmoor's brooding Christ 
Church - is at the very heart of the Spital- 
fields of the old Huguenot weavers. 

When she bought 5 Fournier Street it was, 
like so many of the old weavers' houses, 
gently decaying - the legacy of decades of 
neglect and the ever-present threat of 
demolition. 

The houses were famously saved in the 
1970s by the Spitalfields Trust's campaign. 
Hard to believe as you gaze at these 
beautiful dwellings now, but the GLC 
wanted to pile a road straight through this 
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Fiona easily trots out her predecessors as

present-day neighbours - the weavers 
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sion of people and their businesses: a 
Russian translator; a furrier, before No 5 
became a coffee house. And later, a low point 
this, it served as storage space for vegeta- 
bles from Spitalfields Market, just across 
Commercial Street. 

Then, at the end of the Second World War, 
it became the Market Cafe, a favoured 
breakfast haunt for many years for those 
creatures of habit, Gilbert and George. "Like 
Rules... only better and cheaper,” claimed 
Gilbert. 

In 2000 Fiona moved in and restored the 
house to what it should be... a home. It 
seemed an eccentric place to move to in 
those days - friends first pulled out an 
A-Z to ascertain exactly where Spitalfields 
was, and then shook their heads in 
disbelief. 

Settling in this rundown neighbour to 
the City was considered quite mad. Vulgar 
though it may be to mention money, and 
one suspects the value of her home is the 
last thing on Fiona's mind, those same pals 
may be munching on their words now that 
those old ruins change hands for millions. 

In typical Nouveau Spitalfields style, 
Fiona set about remaking her house as a 
Georgian Huguenot weaver would recog- 
nise - only much cleaner, comfier and 
warmer, of course. 

Today, the Town House is a mix of home,

guesthouse, museum and shop, selling 
antiques and objets d'art. Fiona had 
started her antiques trade in a shop in 
Columbia Road before moving half a mile 
or so to the south west. 

But living with all that history got Fiona 
thinking. Every one of those Huguenot 
families had, in time-honoured East End 
style, come, settled, dominated and then 
gradually dispersed, leaving just their 
street names (Fournier, Fleurs de Lys, 
Heneage et al) and their old chapel (La Neuve 
Eglise in Brick Lane), later to become a 
Methodist chapel, then the Great 
Synagogue, now of course the Jamme 
Masjid mosque. Were they gone forever? 
Or could they be called back? 

Thus are mad but marvellous ideas 
born. Like so much creative modern 
history, this could only have happened with 
the help of the very modern internet. A call 
went out on social media. Do you have a 
Huguenot name? Do you have roots in the 
East End? 

A map was created with artist Adam 
Dant, and the scatterlings of the Huguenot 
diaspora, first in a trickle, then in a 
veritable flood, began pinning their names 
to the East End map. 

Fiona takes up the story. "I have had 


people pinning themselves on the map from 
all over the place, including quite a few from 
Australia. 

"One woman in Australia, Penny nee 
Duboc, is descended from the Dubocs who 
arrived in Spitalfields C1710 and remained 
there for over 200 years until after the 
First World War.” 

From there they moved out to Newbury 
in Berkshire in the early part of the 20th 
century, emigrating to Australia in 1965. 
Along the way, her great grandfather, 
George Joseph Dubock, acquired a K on his 
name - as for many Huguenots the spelling 
changed over the years. 

Closer to home there is also Stanley 
Rondeau, who still lives in the East End and 
who has spent many years researching his 
family. His interest was sparked off in 1980 
when he was visiting a pal in Norfolk - the 
local vicar remarked on the Londoner's 
unusual name and asked him if he was a 
Huguenot. 

"A what?” was Stanley's reply. It sparked 
an interest in genealogy and reconnected 
him to roots in the East End (as foreign to 
the Enfield-dwelling Stanley as Orleans or 
La Rochelle). 

He now volunteers at Christ Church 
Spitalfields on Tuesdays and regularly

visits Fiona in the shop. And Stanley 
discovered his Spitalfields ancestor in Jean 
Rondeau, master silk weaver and sexton of 
Christ Church from 1761-1790... and now 
proudly part of the map. 

They are just two names among hun- 
dreds. We know the name 'Dollond' from 
the high street opticians, but John Dollond 
was a Spitalfields weaver before becoming 
an expert in optics and lenses, eventually 
founding the family firm that would 
become Dollond and Aitchison. 

There was Peter Prelleur, one of the 
most important English composers of the 
mid-i7C>os, and also the organist at Christ 
Church. 

And Samuel Gompers was scion of a 
Huguenot family, born in Tenter Street (a 
tenterground was the area used for drying 
the wet silk after fulling). He would 
emigrate to the US and become a major 
trade union figure in the late 19th and ear- 
ly 20th centuries. 

You can view the map for yourself... a 
thing of beauty as well as assiduous research 
and - most important of all - teamwork, 
spanning the globe and 300 years.

Whitechapel opens up to 
the best artists in London 



Lothar Gotz’s Double-take will be on show

THE Whitechapel Gallery has 
announced the artists for The 
London Open 2015. 

The exhibition, which takes place 
every three years, is open to artists 
aged 26 or over who are currently living 
or working in London. 

This year 48 artists, hailing from all over 
the world but now based in the capital, 
have been picked from a record 2,133 
applicants. 

Established names such as Emma 
Hart, Mary Ramsden and Tim Stoner, as 
well as emerging talent including Tim 
Ellis, Eva Stenram and Dominic Watson 
got the nod from the selection panel. 

The exhibition from Wednesday, July 
15 to Sunday, September 6, will feature 
painting, sculpture, moving image, 
photography, drawing, performance 
and installations. 


Abstract and figurative painting as well 
as participatory and conceptual art 
have emerged as strong threads. 

The show includes a brick sculpture 
built on site by father-daughter team 
bricklayer Brian Watts and artist Demelza 
Watts; a tense video work by Nelmarie 
Du Preez of a robotic arm, programmed 


by the artist to repeatedly stab a knife 
between her spread fingers; an 
ice-sculpture by multi-media artist Sam 
Curtis; and wall-paintings by Lothar Gotz. 

Many works included in the exhibi- 
tion are available for purchase. 

Gallery spokesman Daniel Herrmann 
said: "The entries were of exceptionally

Tenants offered 
sub-let amnesty

A HOUSING association 
in Poplar is offering an 
amnesty to tenants illegal- 
ly sub-letting their homes. 

Until the end of August, 
Poplar HARCA tenants renting 
out their homes to others 
without permission can hand 
back the keys and end their 
tenancy, no questions asked. 

From September, the housing 
association will push for max- 
imum sentences in the courts. 

Following changes to the law 
in 2013, those found guilty could 
be subject to two years in jail, 


fines of £50,000 and recovery, 
not only of the property, but also 
the proceeds from renting it out, 
and all legal costs. 

Poplar HARCA's counter fraud 
investigator Avril Drummond 
said: "I'm closing in on the crim- 
inal tenants. It’s outrageous - 
families wait longer on the hous- 
ing list the people living in the 
property pay huge amounts 
without any security and neigh- 
bours often have noise, nuisance 
and a lot of comings and goings. 

"The government estimates 
98,000 tenancies are illegally 
sub-let across the UK. It goes 
against the grain not to take 


every one through the courts. It's 
a final chance to do the right 
thing and walk away." 

Residents can give up their 
tenancies with no questions 
asked by contacting their hous- 
ing officer. Anyone with infor- 
mation about tenancy fraud 
can call Avril on 0800 035 1991, 
email avril. drummond@ 
poplarharca.co.uk or report it 
at www.poplarharca.co.uk 

You will get £500 if your 
information helps recover a 
home, or you can stay 
anonymous and Poplar HARCA 
will donate the £500 to 
homelessness charity Shelter.

The Mayor of Tower Hamlets introduced 
the new Permit Transfer Scheme (PTS) 
to operate from 5 September 201 1 to 
help to reduce the levels of 
overcrowding in social rented housing in 
the borough. The PTS helps some 
families move to larger social rented car 
free homes by allowing them to retain 
one on-street resident car parking 
permit subject to the PTS criteria as 
outlined below being met. The PTS is a 
change in the operation of the Councils 
existing on-street Residents' Parking 
Permit Scheme. 


CAR FREE HOMES

The Council's 'car free homes' planning 
policy was introduced in Tower Hamlets in 
the late 1 990s to help reduce traffic 
congestion and better manage the limited 
supply of on-street parking spaces. This 
initiative also helps to reduce the level of air 
pollution from motor vehicles and 
encourages more people to walk, cycle and 
go by public transport. 

The Transport for London (TfL) Cycle Hire 
scheme (www.tfl.gov.uk/cycling) and local pay- 
as-you-go car clubs (www.carplus.org.uk) are 
also now available in Tower Hamlets to help 
you get around in healthier, greener ways. 

If you live in a car free home, you will not be 
able to apply for on-street residents' car parking 
permits, unless you hold a disabled driver's 
blue badge or are eligible under the Permit 


Transfer Scheme (PTS), which is targeted at 
social rented housing residents. The criteria for 
the PTS is as follows: 

1 . applies to residents moving to 3 bedroom or 
larger social rented car free homes; 

2. only one on-street resident parking permit 
per household is permitted; 

3. you must have held your on-street car 
parking permit for at least 1 year prior to 
moving home; 

4. your on-street parking permit must be 
renewed and not lapse to remain eligible 
under the scheme; 

5. the tenant is responsible for providing proof 
of PTS eligibility to Parking Services (including 
a duly signed and dated Tower Hamlets Homes 
or housing association approved tenancy 
agreement); and 


6. the PTS was introduced on (and operates 
from) 5 September 201 1 by Tower Hamlets 
Council and is not retrospective . 

Residents in car free homes can apply for a 
temporary parking permit for visiting trades 
people for £5 a day. To qualify, written proof of 
the work to be carried out must be provided, 
along with the vehicle's details. Each home can 
apply for a maximum of 20 one-day-permits 
within a 6 month period. 

Alternatively, scratchcards are available for 
trades people and visitors, providing parking for 
up to five hours on weekdays and all day on 
weekends. Households can apply for up to 3 
books of 10 scratchcards per year. For permit

Priority is given to applicants who: 

• are in work or training 

• currently have more bedrooms than they need 

• wish to move in order to provide care for friends or relatives 

• do not have enough bedrooms for their needs 


People who move through the scheme become a tenant of the council or housing 
association that manages the property. The new landlord will give you information about 
the type of tenancy offered and the rent and service charges you will be expected to pay. 
Some of this information is also available on the Housing Moves website. 

Housing Moves is open to social housing tenants with an assured or secure tenancy. 
You are not eligible if you are on an introductory or starter tenancy, or you are in 
temporary accommodation. Applicants must live in a borough that is contributing 
properties to the scheme. You must have had no rent arrears for at least 1 2 months and 
must not be going through possession procedures or being evicted. 

Once you have registered, you appilcation will be checked by your landlord. If your 
landlord is happy to approve your application, you will then be able to bid for properties 
through the website.
